Citizens’ Group 
Protests Greek 
Military Help 


Five letters will be sent to Wash- 
ington this week from the Menlo 
Citizens’ Club opposing any uni- 
lateral action in Greece and Turkey 
that would affect the military pow- 
ers of either country and urging 
that the United Nations take Over 
and supervise the relief and re- 
habilitation of Greece. These let- 
ters, as well as many sent by in- 
dividuals, will be addressed to Pres. 
ident Harry S. Truman, Charles S. 


Eaton, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee; Ar- 
thur F. Vandenburg, chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee; and to Senators Sheridan Dow- 
mney and William F. Knowland of 
‘California. 

Decision to send the letters of 
protest was reached Tuesday eve- 
ming when the Menlo Citizens’ Club 
met at Central School for a dis- 
cussion of the subject of the Pres- 
ident’s Message on Aid to Greece 
and Turkey, Prof. Victor E. Hall 
of the Physiology department of 
Stanford, was the speaker of the 
evening, with Mr. Samson B. Knoll 
leading in the group discussion. 

After listing many reasons why 
the United States should not take 
the “independent and one-sided ac. 
tion” that Truman’s “message re- 
quested, Dr. Hall said this was not 
@ case to be handled by the opin- 
ions of one country, but a situation 
that should be managed by the 
United Nations. “This is the time 
to give them a real job and insist 
that they do it,” he said. 

The speaker felt that we very de- 
finitely have a problem of relief 
in Europe and that if Greece rates 
high among those nations that need 
relief we should give her relief, but 
he considered any action toward 
supporting any military power in 
any country was opposed to our 
democratic policy and even false to 
the Monroe Doctrine and the prin- 
ciples on which the Walter States 
‘was founded.

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Golden Poppies--Where? 


Along the foothills and here and there, beautiful golden poppies 
are blooming in all their glory. California poppies—the flower of 
our state. And yet, most of us might as well be living in the East 
for all the poppies we can see from our windows, 7 

At one time poppies bloomed plentifully here. But with the 
coming of more and more people to this area, most of the poppies 
have been killed off in one way or another. 

The ground not occupied by buildings has been spaded up for 
gardens. Parkways and vacant lots are disced or are burned for 
fire protection. Even out in the country, fields and orchards are 
cultivated. 

The poppies that once bloomed in abundance “from the moun- 
tains to the Golden Gate” now are scarce and infrequent. 

It’s too bad something couldn’t be done to bring our California 
poppies back to towns and farms. Improved varieties of many kinds 
of wildflowers are available from the Richfield Oil Comuany and 
other commercial organizations, but apparently real wild poppy 
seeds must be collected from the fields. It takes two years for the 
seedlings to produce many flowers, 


What Price, Life? 


More than 100 persons killed in San Mateo and Santa Clara 
Counties in one year. Nearly four thousand persons killed on Cal- 
ifornia highways every year. 

These figures don’t mean much until they reach into your home 
or ainong your friends. Maybe they haven’t’so far, but, by the law 
of averages, they can, any time. 

The situation is so critical that anything we can do is the least 
we can do. 

The Collier program is designed to replace war-torn highways 
with a modern, expanded roadway system capable of meeting Cal- 
ifornia’s automotive needs. Approximately $86,000,000 a year in new 
road taxes would be raised. Truck taxes would be increased to re- 
quire commercial carriers to pay what advocates claim is a more 
equitable share in proportion to their use of the roads. The state 
gag tax would be hiked 2 cents per gallon, the diesel fuel tax from 
3 cents to 714 cents per gallon, a weight-mileage tax imposed on 
trucks, the $3 per year automobile registration fee doubled, and a 
$1.50 driver’s license fee levied. 

This means that the average motorist would pay $16 per year 
more for the operation of his car than he does now. Sixteen dol- 
lars a year is a small fee in comparison to losing a child, a mother, 
a husband. During the war we spent a good deal more than that 
to kill just one enemy soldier. 

Opponents of the plan point out that the state already has 
millions of dollars of funds for improved highways and ask, “why 
the rush to vote more money?” 

But our highways are years behind the times. Modern cars 
require modern thoroughfares, especially since there are so many 
of them on the roads. No one hesitates to turn in a 1932-model 
jalopy for a new car (if he can get One) because the old car is 
unsafe, slow and worn out. He doesn’t continue to use the old car 
just because a new one costs him money. We can easily expand 
our highway program to put the $86,000,000 to good use and still 
have need for more improvements. 

There is no doubt that our highway construction program needs 
expansion. There are many places in the state where two-lane high- 
ways still serve congested traffic. All major highways in this state 
should have four lanes, with traffic divided. Especially congested 
roads should be freeways, with all cross traffic eliminated. After 
all, most accidents occur at cross streets or between cars traveling 
in opposite directions on a two- or three-lane road, 

However, opponents of the highway bill agree that improved 
highways are sorely needed. If they agree, then why do they object 
to paying for them or to starting the improvement program as soon 
as possible? 

Most of the opposition has come from oi] and truck companies. 
That’s natural, for they stand to lose. If the bill passes, oil com- 
panies will find it harder to boost their prices and still sell as much 
gasoline. Truck companies would feel an increase in the cost of 
operation. Proving that oil companies are thinking of themselves 
and not the increased cost to motorists, as they claim, is the hike 
of 2.3 cents they have made in the price of gasoline within the last 
several months. 

Out-of-date highways aren’t the only cause of accidents, Drunk- 
eness, speed and carelessness take their share of the toll. But im- 
proving our highways is*one constryctive thing that we can do to 
help prevent accidents from all causes—they would give even a 
drunk driver more leeway. 


Ways To Avoid Death 


With taverns located right on the highways, with drivers who 
take chances, with licenses not too hard to get, no one can drive too 
carefully. 

In addition to the usual advices to drive slowly and observe 
traffic laws, we make some suggestions for driving even more 
carefully: 

1. Use subways and crossings with traffic lights whenever pos- 
sible even if you have to go a few blocks out of your way (this 
applies to pedestrians, too). For example, it is wiser (and no far- 
ther) to use the University Avenue subway when driving to Palo 
Alto from Menlo Park than to turn left at Alma Street. 

.2 Look both ways even if you have the green light—and watch 
for cars coming from the opposite direction and making a left turn. 

3. Leave plenty of room between your car and the car ahead 
of you. (If it should have an accident, could you stop?) 

4. Always make as smooth a stop as you can. If you stop quickly 
you run the risk of being hit from behind. 

5. Slow down when traffic ahead is so congested you can’t see 
clearly your way through the tangle. 

6. Slow down at intersections, even if the cross street has stop 
signs. Some drivers pay no attention to stop signs. 

7. Drive two-thirds as fast at night. Slow down in foggy or 
rainy weather. 

8. Don’t pass on a three-lane highway when two (or more) cars 
are coming from the opposite direction, even if they aren’t in the 
center lane. 

9. Don’t pass on a four-lane highway when a car coming the 
other direction is in the passing lane. This is being extremely cau- 
tious, but how do you know that the car passing you within inches 
at 50 miles per hour is not operated by a drunk man or will not 
have a blow-out? 

10. Don’t fight for the right of way. You'll get to where you’re 
going anyway much quicker than grandpa could with his horse and 
buggy.

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Your City’s Business

Last week’s article discussed the 
relationship of Menlo Park to the 
Menlo Park Lighting District, and 
pointed out that it is unlikely that 
the general level of lighting in the 
city limits can be increased under 
the present set-up. As far as addi- 
tional lights is concerned, the High- 
way Lighting Act under which the 
Menlo Park Lighting District oper- 
ates provides that on or before Sep- 
tember 1 of any year, twenty-five 
Or more taxpayers and residents of 
the district may file a petition with 
the Board of Supervisors requesting 
the installation and maintenance of 
additional lights. On receipt of the 
petition it is mandatory on the 
Board of Supervisors to increase the 
tax levy for the following year to 
take care of the additional costs, 
and to procede with the installation 
of additional lights. It should be un- 
derstood, however, that fixtures have 
been unobtainable during the war, 
and still are in such short supply 
that a period of six months to a 
year may elapse between the time 
they are ordered and the time of in- 
stallation. 


As a remedy for what admittedly 
is an unsatisfactory situation, it 
may be desirable for the City to 
withdraw from the Menlo Park 
Lighting District so that jurisdic- 
tion over its lighting may be assum- 
ed by the City Council. Provision is 
made in the Highway Lighting Act 
for withdrawal’ of a portion of the 
district. A petition signed by fifty 
or more freeholders may be present- 
ed to the County Baard of Super- 
visors, which may grant the petition 
if it decides after a hearing that 
the portion of the district request- 
ing withdrawal will not be benefited 
by remaining within the district. 


It will be noted that withdrawal 
is dependent on the decision of the 
Board. If Menlo Park wishes a 
higher level of lighting than that 
necessary for the rural districts, it 
would seem that it should not be 
difficult to convince the Board of 
the desirability of withdrawal. In 
the event that the Board should 
think otherwise, it appears that the 
only recourse would be to petition 
for dissolution of the whole district. 
The question then would be the sub- 
ject of a special election, and a fav- 
orable vote of two-thirds of the 
qualified electors would be neces- 
sary to dissolve the district. 

Assuming that in one way or the 
other the City is successful in with- 
drawing from the present lighting 
district, the City Council may take 
over the responsibility for the street 
lighting, and levy a special tax for 
it under the Street Lighting Act of 
1919, or of 1931, or under the Mun- 
icipal Lighting District Act of 1927. 
There is little difference in the pro. 
visions of these three acts, and they 
are similiar to the Highway Light- 
ing District Act, except that the city 


council is the governing body rather 
than the county board of supervis- 
ors. Another possibility would be 
to regard street lighting as one of 
the general functions of the city 
government, and to ask the voters’ 


consent to exceed the present $1.00 |. 


tax rate limit by the amount neces- 
sary to provide adequate lighting. 
This additional tax would take the 
place of the tax now levied by the 
Menlo Park Lighting District. 

One point should be remembered 
when discussing improved lighting. 
Menlo Park now is getting as much 
street lighting as can be provided 
by the present tax rate of $0.26 per 
$1000 of assessed valuation. If the 
rural area were divorced from the 
city area, the City Council would 


have the power to increase the gen- 
eral level of lighting and to pro- 
vide additional lights for Menlo 
Park, but it could do so only by set- 
ting a tax levy that would pay for 
the additional cost.

If so, it 
would seem rather an unsound con- 
clusion. Wouldn’t the gas stations 
profit more, in the long run, if Cal- 
ifornia highways were extended?

steadily more crowded ... Or is 
Standard Oil and the “competitors” 
who seem unquestionaingly to fol- 
low its lead, afraid that drivers who 
pay an extra two-cents-per-gallon 
to the state, wil have less money to 
buy gasoline? 

One or the other of these inter- 
pretations seems inescapable. It is 
not a pretty picture for the little 
man who drives a car and bears the 
burden. It puts him between the 
Devil and the deep sea, in a rather 
callous struggle for his small change: 
—which he had so ardently hoped 
to spend for a few of the near-lux- 
uries which World War II and its 
seemingly-endless aftermath have so 
long denied him and his family. 

As for California’s super-high- 
ways: Most people would rather 
have their gas taxes go into them— 
even if some of the money sticks 
to the fingers of those concerned in 
their construction—than to swell the 
“sinking fund” of large corporations. 
But they are not entirely convinced 
that the Governor’s magnificent 
scheme is justified. Although it 
seems logical enough to assume that 
the more room motorists have to 
pass one another, the less danger 
there will be of accident, it has not 
always worked out that way... Most 
automobile casualties are due to ex- 
cessive speed, at which it is impos- 
sible to control cars when an emer- 
gency arises, and too much liquor, 
which impairs both judgment and 
articulation. More and wider roads 
will cure neither of these ills. In 


some ways it will accentuate them. 


We have here a curious situation. 
Let us probe the cupidity of oil com- 
panies by alk means; but let us also 
try to get at the real roots of fatal- 
ities which have made Peace more 
destructive that War. 
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MP, Vet Hospital Bus Link-up 
Discussed At C of C Meeting 


A link-up between the Menlo Park 
bus and the Veterans Hospital bus 
was discussed Monday night by di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Maj, Henry F. McFeely of 
the Belle Haven Improvement Club, 
Philip D. B. Ferham of the Menlo 
Oaks Improvement Club, and John 
Demeter and W. B. Prine of the 
Palo Alto City Lines. 


At present the Menlo Park bus 
terminates at the Ravenswood Ave. 
‘entrance to Dibble Hospital and the 
Veterans Hospital bus turns toward 
Palo Alto at Ringwood Ave. and 
Middlefield Road. 


The Chamber of Commerce point- 
d out that persons living in Menlo 
‘Oaks, Belle Haven and North Palo 
Alto are unable to reach Menlo Park 
by bus except by walking from 
Ringwood Road and Middlefield 
Road to Ravenswood Ave. and Pine 
Street, and then waiting for the 
Menlo Park bus. 

Directors suggested a link-up be- 
tween the two bus routes or a new 
Yroute that would shuttle between 
University Park @d Belle Haven 
City through the Menlo Park bus- 
iness district, 


Demeter said expanding the bus 
Service would be too costly. Al- 
though the Palo Alto City Lines has 
six buses available, it costs $40 a 
‘day to operate them, he said, declar- 
ing that there would not be enough 
business to make an expanded ser- 
vice pay, 

At least another bus would be 
necessary even to connect the two 
routes, he said, because the 30-min-_ 
ute service on the present routes 
must be maintained. 


He suggested that the group con- 
tact the Martin Transportation Co. 
of Redwood City, which runs buses 
from Redwood City to Menlo Park 
and Palo Alto, saying that the Red- 
wood City company has cut its bus 
service to Menlo Park to two trips 
a@ day. 


Daniel Hayes, Chamber president, 
welcomed McFeely and Perham to 
the meeting and declared that 
through cooperation citizens of this 
area can work together for a better 
South San Mateo County.
